WHY HKNItY WAS .SHOT. 


BOSTON, Aug. 14.—A special from Ports- 


mouth, N. H., says: "Early yesterday morn- 
ing Colonel Kent obtained an interview with 
lieutenant Greoly, who admitted that Pri- 
vate Henry had a military execution on the 
6th of June. As early as March Henry was 
suspected of stealing tlie limited 
food 


which was apportioned out to thesurvivors, 
and, the fact being finally and positively as- 
certained, Lieutenant CJreely had thereafter 
ban} work to protect the man's life.

THE FIRST DAY'S SESSION*. 


SABATOOA, N. \'., Aug. 14.—The Araei- 


Icnn Bankers' Association assembled in an- 
nual convention here yesterday. Quite a 
large representation of prominent bank- 
ers were present 
The meeting was called 


to order by Lynian J. Gage, of Chicago. 
Prayer was offered by Key. Dr. Harper, 
o£ Philadelphia, when Mr. Gage delivered 
tlie inaugural address of the chairman, 
which was received with great applause, 


Treasurer Baker's report showed a bal- 


ance of 30,391. 
Secretary Marshall read 


tlie resolution submitted by the Executive 
Council, as follows: 


J?&S')h'cd, That it is the sense of the Ame»i- 
can Hankers' Association that the coining of 
standard silver dollars of 
•S32J4 grains is 
ujriunst the welfare of the country, and that 
we recommend to Congress a discontinuance 
of tucli coinage. 


George Butter concurred with the resolu- 


tion and thought the Government ought to 
suspend tlie coinage of silver until other 
countries joined with the United States. 


Jlr. llughes, of Cincinnati, moved that a 


committee of three be appointed to wait 
upon and invite the Hon. William Groes- 
beok to speik upon the question. 


Mr. Groesbeclc responded. He favored a 


bi-metallic currency, mid went ou to show 
tliat for centuries gold and silver had been 
of equal value as currency. 
The change 


took place in 1S71 or 1872. What had 
been done in the past, he said, could be 
done in the future. It might be impossi- 
ble for oue country to carry gold and silver 
alone lor its currency, and he favored, un- 
der the present conditions, the suspeuston 
p£ silver coinage in the United States un- 
til other nations took action on the subject. 


A vote of thanks was extended to Mr. 


Groesbeck, and the resolution vras then 
carried. 
A resolution was also passed 


favoring the continued operation of the Na- 
tioual-bank act and the calling of the atten- 
tion of the Government to the necessity of 
immediate legislation to meet the necessi- 
ties of the occasion. 


Judge Poland, of Vermont, one of tha 


committee on commercial paper, made re- 
marks on tlie subject of commercial paper. 
He said that it was an important part and 
factor of all commerce, aud, so far as ne- 
gotiable paper was connected with trade, 
Congress had full jurisdiction over it 


Secretary Marsland then read a paper on 


the banking and currency system in its rela- 
tion to the business of the country, furnished 
by tlie Hon. Hugh AlcCnlloch, who was un- 
able to be present. 
B. if. Coruly, of Phila- 


delphia, presented a paper upon the condi- 
tions of safe banking. 


W. P. St John, of Sew York, presented 


the Potter Refunding bill. It proposes to 
refund tiie existing public debt, into 3% 
per cents by means acceptable to Govern- 
ment creditors, aud certainly advantageous 
to tlie Government, Tlie 2>.j per cents to 
be offered in exchange for the three per 
cents are to be payable at the Treasury of 
the United btatcs, and exchange be made 
at par, tiie ™.y, per cents to issue in ex- 
change 
for 
four 
per 
cents 
to be 


paid 
at 
tlie 
pleasure of the United 


States after 1907, and tlie 2% per cents 
to issue for 4J^' per cents, payable after 
September, IS'Jl. tlie tax on circulation to 
be leduced one-half, and hereafter the sur- 
plus moneys shall be applied to either the 
calling in of bonds or the purchase of those 
not due, according as either course will ef- 
fect the greater sa\ing of interest to the 
Government. The plan of exchange of four 
per cents and ±y, per cents is by the Gov- 
ernment's payment of such a sum in cosh 
in eacli case as will equal the present worth 
of the aggregate interest obligation from 
winch tlie Government is released in the ex- 
change. 


Charles S. Graham, Preaidentof the Ninth 


Ward National B.iiik, of Newark, N. J., 
read a paper on the continuation of the Ka- 
tional banking currency. 


Mr. B. B. Comegys, President of the 


Philadelphia National Bank, Pennsylvania, 
read a p'aper upon the conditions of safe 
banking;. 


Mr. John Tliompson, of New York, ad- 


dre=sed the convention on the "Prevention. 
of Panics," and submitted the following 
resolutions: 
~i#S^i 


Resolved, That this convention recognizes 
tlie necessity of legislative action to provide 
for the protection of the vast and continually 
inc'reasln^ monetary interests of this country 
in times of financial revulsion, such as recur 
periodically. 


Jiesnlcal, That Congress should enact a law 
investing the Secretary of the Treasury with 
full powers to receive any United States 
bonds not evcet'dini? in amount one hundred 
million dollars, and to issue therefor curren- 
cy notes oquat m amount to the par value 
ot the bonds deposited and accrued inter- 
est on the same. Interest on the bonds 
while on deposit to accrue to the' Treaaurv. 
Depositors to be allowed to redeem bonds 
at any ti:ne, without notice. Bonds so depos- 
ited to lie subject to a call for redemption 
upon sixty dars' notice trom the Secretary, 
and to be forfeited to the Treasury upon fail- 
ure to respond to suoh call. The Secretary, 
in the exercise of the authority so delegated, 
to act by aud with the advice and consent of 
the President of the United States, and under 
such further restrictions as tbe wisdom of 
Congress may provide to guard against its Im- 
proper epercise. 
ttcMlml. That the Executive Council of 
this association are hereby requested to adopt, 
as they deem best, the needful measures for 
properly laying; this matter before Congress. 


An address on "Our Banking System" 


was delivered by Eben Button, of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Mr. N. B. Sligh, Cashier of the Texas 


Banking and Insurance Company, of Gai- 
veatou, dwelling upon "Banks, Their Uses 
and Abuses," recommended that all loans 
by banks sliauld be well secured. 


Mr. H. W. Yates, President ol the Ne- 


braska National Bank, said, with regard to 
the prevention of panics: 


It must, f think, bo generally admitted that 
the confidence in New York bonks has been 
strongly vindicated during the present panic 
or depression. There may be room tor fur- 
ther improvement or elaboration, bnt I doubt 
if any bettor general plan than the New 
York clearing-house arrangement will ever 
be devised for such times; and If extended to 
the ol her large and small money centers, the 
time may come when the well-conducted 
banks in any town can act In canoort and 
weather any gale, even if loose and too wide- 
ly extended concerns go down. Some means, 
however, should be devised to bring about th« 
latter result in a quiet and buaiaese-like way 
By the other banks interested, ana thereby 
leave no canso for public suspicion and dis- 
trust toward the others in the system. 1 have 
no doubt New York will yet solve tbeproblem.
